* WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Ameri- 


can Government continues its waiting 
policy toward Germany’s submarine 
warfare. The statement is authorized 
that so far the President has made no 
definite plans to go béfore Congress. 
In some quarters it was believed pos- 
sible that the President might conclude 
not to go to Congress at present. 
Officials generally said that sore 


means must’ be found for getting Amer- 
ican and other vessels to resume saijl- 
ings. While consideration has heen 
given to various suggestions for arming 
and’ convoying merchantmen, it was 
considered possible that before licung 
the vessels may sail of their own accord. 
Although officials maintain reticence 
there has been an unmistakable ieszen- 
ing'in the tension within the last two or 
three days. 

"Every means atthe disposal of the 
Government continues to be used to prea- 
pare for any eventuality and the admin- 
istration believes no time has  opbdeen 
wasted. If a decision to arm American 
merchantmen should be reached it is 
understood that it could be done very 
quickly. 

Through the Spanish embassy the 
State Department has been informed 
that the American sailors taken as pris- 
oners to Ger:aany on the prize steam- 
er Yarrowdale, ‘‘would be released 
shortly.”

firmation of Gov. Gardner's appoint2:s 
to the St. Louis Board of Police Com- 
missioners is threatening to upset his 
plans regarding the Police Department. 

It is known that C. W. Mansur, one 
of the appointees, a few days ago in- 


formed the Governor that he had eéx- 
pected, when he agreed to accept tis 
appointment, that he and the other 
members of the board would be con- 
firmed immediately. The names of Man- 
sur, Philip B. Fouke and William A. 
Giraldin have been before the Senate 
three weeks and no action has been 
taken toward considering their confirma- 
tion. 

Mansur. is said to be disgusted with 
the situation and is said to have so in- 
formed, the Governor. He agreed to ac- 
cept the appointment as president of 
the Police Board only because the G:v- 
ernor insisted. The Governor is said to 
fear that if Mansur refuses to acceyj:t 
the place that Fouke and Giraldin aiso 
will decline appointment. 

The Governor today would not com- 
ment on Mansur’s reported refusal to 
serve. Neither would he admit nor jJenv 
that Mansur had notified him to select 
another man for the place. “I have no 
comment to make on any appointments 
pending in the Senate,’ the Governor 
said. ‘‘When I have anything to say 
along that line I shall say it to the 
Senate.’’ 

The Governor’s last remark is taken 
te-mean that.he is considering vérding | 
a message to the Senate demanding that 
his appointmeiit® be taken up for con- 
firmation. ‘The Governor, itis said, has 
fot even considered the possibility that 
any of the names he has sent to the 
Senate for St. Louis places would be re- 
jected. 

The Senate delay on appointments 
generally is thought to be due to Sen- 
ator Mike Kinney of St. Louis. No sat- 
isfactory explanation of Senator Kin- 
ney’s failure to consent to the confir- 
mations has been offered, butthere never 
has been a time in the Missouri Sen- 
ate when the Democratie Senators from 
St. Louis could not control the Senate 
in matters of confirmation of St. Louis 
appointees. Senator Kinney and Sen- 
ator Joseph Brogan are the only Dem- 
ocratic Senators from St. Louis and 
there seldom is a difference of opinion 
between them on appointments or legis- 
lation.

where Gen. von Ludendorff sits with 
the great Field Marshal, Von Hinden- 
burg, at imperial headquarters. 

Von Hindenburg’s Name. 

\Vhere a purely military decision is in 
Von Hindenburg’s name ‘s 
ae vwsually cited as the determinant au- 
thority. But in all other great questions 


recent months, such as the introduc- 
* tion of universal auxiliary labor service, 
the conversion of Germany industry to 
an absolute. war basis, the transfer of 
Belgian workmen to Germany, the 
tightening of the food distribution reg- 
ulations, and finally, unrestricted sub- 
marine war, the prophecies of coming 
decisions in informed circles were’ a!- 
most invariably: accompanied by the 
self-explanatory remark, ‘“Ludendorff 
ist dafuer” (Ludendorff is for it.) 


The talented general staff officer;: :n 
August, 1914, when the original-Ger: 
commander in the East, Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral von Prittwitz und Gaffron, hac‘ de- 
termined to retire before the superior 
Russian forces, and already had giver 
orders to abandon East Prussia and 
fell back behind the Vistula River, was 
hurried eastward from imperial head- 
quarters picking up Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg on the way, to save the 
situation. He has only merely extended 
to all of Germany the system which 
he introduced in the East when von 
Hindenburg was merehy the ‘over-com- 
meander of: the Eastern forces. Gen, 
von Ludendorff then had full control of 
the entire administration in the occu- 
pled dietricts of Rusma. 


If a new custome tariff were to be 
introduced for Poland, .and if regula- 
tions for the tobacco trade were to be 
promulgated, the decision. thereon ulti- 
mately rested with Gen. von. Laden- 
dorff. New municipal regulations for 
towns in occupied districts emanated 
from the Civil Administraton Bureau 
attached to the “‘over-command in the 
Wast."" The representative of American 
Jewish societies who came to Germany 
to arrange an opening of communica- 
tion between Polish.

Scope of Responsibilities. 

When Field Marshal von Hindenbury 
was appointed to the general commar.d 
of Germany's entire military strength. 
Gen. von Ludendorff extended not only 
the scope of his military responsibili- 
ties, but also his control of those fac- 
tors of general life which, under the 
present war conditions, are almost as 
important to military success as the 
actual direction of armies; that is, food 
prohibition and distribution, manufac- 
tures, transportaton and other social 
and industrial factors. 

His first decision was to remedy as 
far as possible the error of Gen. von 
Faikenhayn, former chief of the general 
staff, who had attempted to fix the 
figure for the maximum consumption of | 
munitions and had sadly underesti- 
mated the required amounts. Gen. von 
Ludendorff's determination was to pr>- 
duce not the amount of guns and mu- 
nitions which experts might calculate 
as necessary, but the maximum amount 
of which Germany's industries were ca- 
pable, and he subordinated everything 
else to this purpose. 

From this came Germany's ‘‘gran- 
diose scheme of mobilizing the entire 
labor supply in direct service of <¢le 
army.’’ 

Belgian Labor His Idea. 

“The idea of the compulsory employ- 
ment of Belgian labor in German in- 
dustry, it may be stated, also was 
Gen. von Ludendorff's, not Governor- 
General von Bissing’s. At any rate, 
when Governor-General von Bissing and 
the civil administration of Belgium 
raised against this scheme the impossi- 
bility of carrying it out without excit- 
ing diplomatic complications, it was 
“the higher military authority’’ which 
overruled the objection and ordered the 
plan put into effect.

HINTED IN BERLIN 
THAT NO CONVOYS 
WILL BE SPARED 


High Admiralty Official Inti- 
mates U./Boats Will Not 
Except Even Neutrals.

BERLIN, Feb. 18.—That all kinds of 
convoys caught in the German barred 
zone will meet the same short shrift as 
merchantmen — enemy and neutral, 
armed and unarmed—was the impres- 
sion I gathered in conversation today 
with a high officer of the admiralty 
staff. He was discussing the subject of 
convoys with several neutral corres- 
spondents, including Americans, and 
pointed out that there were four differ- 
ent kinds of convoys possible, to wit: 
Enemy merchant ships by enemy war- 
ships, neutral merchantment by enemy 
warships, enemy merchant ships by 
neutral warships, and, finally, neutral 
merchantmen by neutral warships. 

I gathered that the admiralty is con- 
vinced that convoys in general and of 
the first category in particular, will be 
“easy picking’’ by German submarines, 
owing to the inherent weakness in con- 
voys. This officer said: 

“If our enemies resort to convoys 
there are certain drawbacks, nautical, 
military and ‘economically, which will 
be of advantage to us. A convoy can 
only sail as fast as its slowest ship. 
Again, there are difficulties of naviga- 
tion. It requires skill and long train- 
ing in maneuvering, steering and other- 
wise handling ships to keep even a 
battle fleet in formation or line, and in 
which merchant. captains have no ex- 
perience. 

“There is the additional drawback 
that a convoy is easier to spot and 
easier to attack with success than other 
vessels,’ since there are more targets 
within a comparatively small compass. 
On the other hand, there is the nautical 
disadvantage that chances of collision 
are increased if ships keep closely to- 
gether, as they must if the convoys 
have any hopes of being effective. The 
distance between ships must not be more 
than a few hundred yards at the ut- 
most. The difficulty of keeping such 
a flock of ships together is immense. 

*“*Economically, there is the drawback 
to convoys that ships normally could 
come from or sail for different ports! 
must all go together, and moreover 
must wait for one another, causing loss 
of time, and time is money.”’ 


Swiss Discuss Plans for Taking Over 
Relief Work in Belgium. 
GENEVA, Feb. 19.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Swiss Government 
has decided to begin overtures with in- 
terested states concerning the feeding 
of the people in the occupied portions 
of Belgium and Northern France.

Freighter’s Commander Tells of 
Encounter With Submarine 
Off Coast of France. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—In a 40-minute 
battle between a German U-boat and 
the French line steamship Gulane, off 
the coast of France, Jan. 22, the sub- 
marine was sunk, according to officers 
of the freighter, which arrived here to. 
day from Bordeaux.

AUTOISTS FAVOR HIGHER FEES 
UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS 


St. Leuis and Kansas City Clubs 
Would Insist That City Licenses | 
Be Eliminated. 

The automobile clubs of St. Louis and 

Kansas City, it is announced, have 
agreed, upon certain conditions, to sup- 
port the bill pending in the Legislature 
which doubles the State registration fee 
for automobiles in Missouri. 
_ The chief conditions are that city li- 
censes shall be eliminated, and the pro- 
ceeds of the State tax, reckoned at $1,- 
000,000 a year, devoted to the construc- 
tion of highways. Other provisions are 
that dazzling headlights be regulated, 
that muffler cut-outs be prohibited and 
that lists of the registrations be supplied 
monthly without cost to city and county 
officials, in the interest of law enforce- 
ment. At present a charge of 1 cent a 
name is charged for such lists. 

The present State registration 
range from $2 for cars of less than 12 
horsepower to $12 for those of more than 
72 horsepower. Under the proposed law 
the minimum would be $ and the max- 
imum $24 a year.

The theory generally accepted here is 
that Krucker was goaded to his act by 
persistent rumors that his former wife 
had been or would be marrted to Os- 
ear D..McDaniel, former Prosecuting 
Attorney, whose wife was murdered the 
night of July 14 last. 

Mrs. Krucker and her stepmother, 
Mrs. M. P. Sommer, went to Kansas 
City last Thursday to visit a bruther 
of Mrs. Krucker. Immediately there 
were reports here that she and McDar- 
iel had heen secretly married there. Mc- 
Daniel denied that he had been out of 
the citv last week,-and Mrs. Krucker 
returned home faturdzy.

Krucker always had defended his 
former wife against intimations of 
an unduly friendly feeling for Mc- 
Daniel, and both apparently have 
been on g00d terms with Mc- 
Daniel.

AGRE TRA 
RIVER FRONT 


Drainage Project Would Open 
$2,000,000 Factory Sites. in 
North St. Louis. 


An ambitious drainage and reclama- 
tion scheme, embracing some 300 acres 
of desirable manufacturing sites’ in 
North St. Louis, surpassing in size and 
importance anything of a like nature 
undertaken within the city Hmits, was 
launched early last week at a meeting 
called by the Industrial Department of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
way. 

The proposed improvements, to cost 
approximately $500,000, will affect the, 
property situated east of Broadway and 
between Riverview drive and Calvary 
avenue. Much of this property has the 
benefit of frontage on the Mississippi 
River, where there is a maximum chan- 
nel depth, and where, when docks are 
provided, boats can be accommodated 
with wharfage facilities. This property 
is so situated that it can be served with 
tracks not only of the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Railway, but also by the tracks 
of the Terminal and Burlington Rail- 
ways. , 

At the conference on Monday the prin- 
cipal property owners in this district, 
who were present, considered severa: 
plans for the improvement, and finally 
agreed to merge their interests so that 
u comprehensive scheme of development 
might be made possible, with a mini- 
inum cost to the individual. 

Committee to Take Up Plans, 

A committee was appointed, with John 
CC, Grether as chairman, to consider 
certain plans which were proposed at 
the meeting, and make their recommen- 
dations at a conference which will be 
called at some early future date. 

While it was the original intention 
merely to arrange for the diversion of 
Maline Creek district into’ the Missis.- 
sippi River and confine the waters of 
this creek within its banks by the build- 
ing of levees on either side thereof, it 
was concluded at the recent conference 
that the better plan would be not only 
to divert the creek as proposed, but to 
fai this overflow land to high-water 
levels, and the Grether committee ha: 
been seeking information from various 
sources as to the best method of ac- 
complishing this result. The committee 
will probably conclude to recommend 
that sand froir the Mississippi River bs 
pumped onto these lands. : 

Subsequent to the meeting, officials 
in charge of the Missouri State Recla- 
mation Service haves been in St. Louis 
conferring with Mr. Grether and the 
interested property owners and recom- 
mended that the work be done under 
the jurisdiction of his department. 

A competent engineer has been select- 
ed and plans and estimates will be pre- 
pared, in accordance with the agreed 
plan for reclaiming these lands. 

%2,000,000 Value of Land. 

When the work has been done, there 
will be added to the industrial proper- 
ties of St. Louis a district unsurpassed 
by any in the city, which will have. 
when reclaimed, a value in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,000,000. 

The lands in this district have been 
attracting the favorable attention of 
manufacturers lately, and the property 
cwners feel convinced that if the lands 
are reclaimed as proposed that this car 
be made ore of the important industrial 
districts of the city. At the present 
time there are only three important in- 
dustries within the district, viz.: the 
St. Louis Car Co., the Charter Oak 
Stove and Range Co. and the St. Louis 
Malleable Iron and Casting Co. The 
lands of the established industries have 
already been filled in above the high- 
water levels.

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Shakspeare, in the Follies, might be 
expected to last about as long as. the 
proverbial snowball in the most tropi- 
cal region of the hereafter. But he did 
much better than this when the matttr 
was put to a test in the first part of 


Mr. Ziegfeld's generously gorgeous pro- 
duction at the Jefferson Theater last 
night. He stuck for nine scenes, out 
of a possible 21. And his only serious 
rival, in the work of making the big 
audience happy, was gum-chewing, gos- 
sipy Cowboy Will sogers. 

The bard’s staying power was im- 
proved by his foresight in writing a part 
for Bert Williams, namely Othello. His 
character of Romeo, too, showed a 
cleverness of creation hitherto unsus- 
pected; for it was found possible to 
combine it with the character of Jean 
Paurel, ‘“‘The Great Lover,’ which St 
Louisans will be permitted to see two 
weeks hence, after having been some- 
what surfeited with parodies. 

Shakspeare might have remained in the 
Follies even longer than he did, but for 
his neglect of opportunities for intro- 
ducing groups of show girls upon the 
stage. His women come one or two at 
a time, and all that even Ziegfeld could 
do about this was to exhibit Henry VIII 
and a half-dozen of his wives, and to 
show one group of a dozen Shakspear- 
ettes, from Cleopatra to Mistress Page. 
Then gentle Will and the creatures of 
his brain had to give way to a scheme 
of things which could exhibit the show 
girls in a new costume and setting every 
six or eight minutes. 

Its Still 1916 A. Z. 

Lest anyone should say, ‘“‘Why drag in 
Shakspeare?’’ the audience was deftly 
reminded, at the outset, that this is 
Shakspeare’s tercentenary year. Some 
of us thought it was last year, but that 
is because we were reckoning by the 
old Anno Domini method. The Anno 
Ziegfeldi is the standard in the Follies, 
and we are still in the year 1916 A. Z. 

With Shakspeare out of the way, the 
Follies proceeded to follow its regular 
bent. It was sufficiently like the fo-r- 
mer shows of the same name, in general 
plan, and sufficiently different from 
them in new detail to win the enthusias- 
tic approval of the hardy annuals who 
await this performance as baseball fans 
await the spring series. 

A Hawaiian scene, with dainty Anna 
Pennington as a hula dancer, and with 
Bernard Granville and Ina Claire doinz 
a vocal imitation of the ukelele whine, 
was one of the succeeding acts. An- 
other was a recruiting tent, where Wil- 
liam C. Fields introduced his odd jug- 
gling, and Bert Williams discussed the 
glories of war. Fields was back later 
in a croquet game, and showed uncanny 
skill in calculating the rebound of a 
tennis ball. 

The Russian ballet was first imitated 
seriously by Car! Randall, who showed 
remarkable grace, and Emma Hai. 
Then one of the Oriental scenes of the 
ballet was burlesqued by Williams and 
Don Barclay. The latter comedian, who 
is well known here, made @ pronounced 
hit. His hair, parted in a very incon- 
sistent way, was his crowning comicze!- 
ity. The sinking of a battleship by a 
submarine was shown in a remarka le 
bit of scenic illusion. In a series «of 
the inevitable imitations of stage aid 
screen stars, Fannie Brice as Theda 
Bara showed notable cleverness. 


Cowboy’s Amusing Patter. 

Other scenes, some of them before the 
front drop, and some in elaborate sets 
occupying the whole stage, were largely 
settings for showgirl display, and for a 
good deal of dancing and a little sing- 
ing. Will Rogers, cowboy comedian. 
came all by himself, and twirled coils 
of rope while he dispensed patter about 
topics of local and general news. He 
remarked that Homer Moore was hav- 
ing more trouble with “Louis XIV’ 
than Henry VIII had with all his wives, 
and mentioned the auto show, the com- 
pletion of the free bridge and the re. 
fusal of ‘Secretary Saunders to accept 

a farewell dinner from the Chamber of 
A onan “He seemed to think ir 
wasn't on the level.’’

Every seat in the house was taken, the 
boxes were filled with mathematical 
precision, and the rear railing was lined 
with purchasers of standing room, There 
is no likelihood that anyone will be able 
to enjoy the luxury of placing his over- 
coat on the #eat beside him, at any of 
this week's performances, which include 
a holiday matinee Thuredey.

OF WILL SHAKSPEARE 


Gossipy Lariat Twirler and Bard 
of Avon Featured in 
Ziegfeld Follies. 


Shakspeare, in the Follies, might be 
expected to last about as long as. the 
proverbial snowball in the most tropi- 
cal region of the hereafter. But he did 
much better than this when the matttr 
was put to a test in the first part of 


Mr. Ziegfeld’s generously gorgeous pro- 
duction at the Jefferson Theater last 
night. He stuck for nine scenes, out 
of a possible 21. And his only serious 
rival, in the work of making the big 


audience happy, was gum-chewing, gos- | 


sipy Cowboy Will sogers. 

The bard’s staying power was im- 
proved by his foresight in writing a part 
for Bert Williams, namely Othello. His 
character of Romeo, too, showed a 
cleverness of creation hitherto unsus- 
pected: for it was found possible to 
combine it with the character of Jean 
Paurel, *“‘The Great Lover,’’ which St 
Louisans will be permitted to see two 
weeks hence, after having been some- 
what surfeited with parodies. 

Shakspeare might have remained in the 
Follies even longer than he did, but for 
his neglect of opportunities for intro- 
ducing groups of show girls upon the 
stage. His women come one or two at 
a time, and all that even Ziegfeld could 
do about this was to exhibit Henry VIII 
and a half-dozen of his wives, and to 
show one group of a dozen Shakspear- 
ettes, from Cleopatra to Mistress Page. 
Then gentile Will and the creatures of 
his brain had to give way to a scheme 
of things which could exhibit the show 
girls in a new costume and setting every 
six or eight minutes. 

It’s Still 1916 A. Z. 

Lest anyone should say, ‘““‘Why drag in 
Shakspeare?’’ the audience was deftly 
reminded, at the outset, that this is 
Shakspeare’s tercentenary year. Some 
of us thought it was last year, but that 
is because we were reckoning by the 
old Anno Domini method. The Anns 
Ziegfeldi is the standard in the Follies, 
and we are still in the year 1916 A. Z. 

With Shakspeare out of the way, the 
Follies proceeded to follow its regular 
bent. It was sufficiently like the for- 
mer shows of the same name, in general 
plan, and sufficiently different from 
them in new detail to win the enthusias- 
tic approval of the hardy annuals who 
await this performance as baseball fans 
await the spring series. 

A Hawaiian scene, with dainty Anna 
Pennington as a hula dancer, and with 
Bernard Granville and Ina Claire doin 
a vocal imitation of the ukelele whine, 
was one of the succeeding acts. An- 
other was a recruiting tent, where Wil- 
liam C. Fields introduced his odd jug- 
gling, and Bert Williams discussed the 
glories of war. Fields was back later 
in a croquet game, and showed uncanny 
skill in calculating the rebound of a 
tennis ball. 

The Russian ballet was first imitated 
seriously by Carl Randall, who showed 
remarkable grace, and Emma Haiz. 
Then one of the Oriental scenes of the 
ballet was burlesqued by Williams and 
Don Barclay. The latter comedian, who 
is well known here, made @ pronounced 
hit. His hair, parted in a very incon- 
sistent way, was his crowning comicsa!- 
ity. The sinking of a battleship by a 
submarine was shown in a remarka»ie 
bit of scenic illusion. In a series «f 
the inevitable imitations of stage and 
screen stars, Fannie Brice’ as Theda 
Bara showed notable cleverness. 


Cowboy’s Amusing Patter. 

Other scenes, some of them before the 
front drop, and some in elaborate sets 
occupying the whole stage, were largely 
settings for showgirl display, and for a 
good deal of dancing and a little sing- 
ing. Will Rogers, cowboy comedian. 
came all by himself, and twirled coils 
of rope while he dispensed patter about 
topics of local and general news. He 
remarked that Homer Moore was hav- 
ing more trouble with “Louis XIV’ 
than Henry VIII had with all his wives, 
and mentioned the auto show, the com- 
pletion of the free bridge and the re. 
fusal of ‘Secretary Saunders to accept 


‘a farewell dinner from the Chamber of 


Commerce, “He seemed to think it 
wasn't on the level.’’ He commented 
“Well, he’s been with them long 
enough to know.’’ Interesting facts 
about prohibition in Oklahoma and pop- 
ular priced motor cars in Kansas, were 
also in Rogers’ amusing meditations. 
The music showed no attempt to get 
away from,the jingliest of ragtime, and 
the incidental songs were the weak fea- 
ture of the performance, though the 
songs especially introduced by Williams 
and Miss Brice were enjoyable.

THE FIVE HINDERING FINGERS. 
The commission of engineers which, under en- 
gagement to business organizations of the city, 
has for nearly a year been occupied with a pro- 
fessional survey of St. Louis’ needs, had previous- 
ly made public a part of its conclusions, those 
relating to river front improvement. 

The reading of the full report made notable a 
meeting of the Commercial Club. The printed 
summaries show it to be a document of breadth 
and vision, a valuable contribution to the exist- 
ing voluminous literature dealing with the St. 
Louis of the future. A wide view both in time 
and territory of essentials to city progress are 
included in its scope and judgments of maturity 
and soundness are recorded. 

Most important of its features is its inventory 
of St. Louis’ handicaps—of the things that are 
holding us back, the unfavorable conditions that 
place us at a disadvantage with other centers 
and explain the difference between the St. Louis- 
that-is and the St. Louis-that-ought-to-be. The 
five greatest of these handicaps from the practical 
standpoint of production and trade are thus speci- 
fied: : 

1, Unfair switching charges. 2. High city 
water rates. 3. Excessive cost of lands for 


industrial uses. 4. Insufficient railroad tracks. 
5. Lack of suburban transportation facilities. 


These five are the five fingers of a great, sin- 
ister hand clutching St. Louis and hindering her 
forward movement. The report deals exhaustive- 
ly ‘with ways of unClasping them from their re- 
straining grip. 

Significant is the conclusion of these engineers, 
several of them in railroad employ themselves, 
that removal of the handicap in railroad charges 
and railroad inadequacy is to be sought in the in- 
itiative and action of the city, rather-than of the 
transportation corporations. Especially gratify- 
ing is the recognition accorded to the free bridge 
as a potential ameliorative agent. The time is 
foreseen when passenger traffic east and west will’ 
be routed over the bridge instead of through the 
tunnel. 

The embodiment under city control of its sur- 
face tracks on the river front into the terminal 
facilities available in a practical sense for ship- 
pers and the extension of the tracks to the Mis- 
souri River on the north and the mouth of the 
ise Peres on the south are recommended.

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FOR A NONPARTISAN REVISION. 

All effort through approved channels for remov- 
ing the constitutional convention as far as pos- 
sible from political influence is commendable, but 
affords no excuse for unwise and inopportune ob- 
struction of the revision bill in the Legislature. 

Legislators may be promised powerful support 
for a nonpartisan convention at the proper time 
and place. The bill provides for two delegates 
from each senatorial district. Undoubtedly in 
many districts joint action by the members of 
both parties to give one representative to each will 
be strongly urged. At least such action would be 
in accord with a pronounced and intelligent sen- 
timent in many portions of the State. If party 
leaders should be unsympathetic to the plan, the 
electorate, which showed its capacity to discrim- 
inate in last November’s election, may be trusted 
to pick the best men from the material available. 

In almost every district are men whose special 
qualifications for this important work stand out 
above’ those of their fellows. The natural inclina- 
tion of the voters to select such men cannot be 
successfully opposed by the small politicians. The 
convention should be made up of the biggest and 
best and ablest men among Missourians of special 
competence.

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ARGUMENTS FOR MILITARY TRAINING 


NO. 4. BY NEWTON D. BAKER, 
Secretary of War. 

As there exists a universal obligation rest- 
ing on all male citizens of this country to de- 
fend the country in time of war, so there 
should be a universal willingness to train in 
times of peace against the day of such emer-. 
gency. So long as it might be possible to have 
universal training through volunteer service 
I should be in favor of limiting it to a volun- 
tary service, but if adequate preparation for 
the national defense cannot be reached 
through such a system, IL would favor a com- 
pulsory system. 

My belief is that educational institutions 
of our country should see to it that every 
boy in school has it instilled into him that 

One of the cardinal duties, if not the para- 
mount duty, he will assume with. citizenship 
is the obligation to defend his country in time 
of war, and if this is a duty, as I believe it is, 
then certainly the boy should be trained to 
perform that duty when the time comes for . 
him to do so. 

I cannot believe that I have the richt to ex- 
pect another man to defend my home and my 
family if I am unwilling to Gefend them my- 
self. It is essentially a democratic principle
